HERE TO LECTURE 


Nurse Fuhr's only been back a 
few joa and the greater part of 
her is still in the American hos- 
pital of which she was chief. 

She went over to Spain January 
16 with the first Medical Bureau 
to Aid Spanish Democracy hos- 
pital unit. 

„It's funny,” she says, explain- 
ing her nerves and the planes. 
“but in Spain I was never scared 
of an airplane.” 

And her clear blue-grey eyes, 
her strong-boned face—it might 
have been sculptured by the wind 
and sun that tanned her blond 
Dutch features—and her sensitive, 
determined smile all tell you she’s 
neve? been scared of anything in 
her life. 

You know that if planes wor- 
ried her, it was because she was 
thinking ‘of the wounded men and 
boys lying helpless in the hospital 
under her care. Worried, because 
she’s been through the terrible 
suspense when fascist planes de- 
liberately pick out a hospital as a 
target for their big bombs. 

Nurse Fuhr is back in the 
United States to lecture during 
Spanish Aid Week, May 30 to 
June 9. 


LEFT RELUCTANTLY

about. Going to Spain was no 
mere adventure to her. It’s part 
of her whole development, from 
the time she began working—she 
was 13 then—as a bobbin-girl in

was “precipitated by inhuman work- 


ing conditions in these plants and 
the refusal of the management to 
do anything about them.” 

He charged that power company 
workers. received monthly wages 
ranging from $45 to $135. Mortimer 
added that the utility made a 
profit of $8,816,198 for the 12 months 
ending last November, and “cer- 
tainly can afford to pay its em- 
ployes a living wage.” 

Negotiations between the union 
and the company have been under- 
way since April 28. Robert Travis, 
union organizer, yesterday charged 
the company with stalling and an- 
nounced that the union would agree 
to the National Labor Relations 
Board election with two stipulations. 
They were: 

1.—That after demonstrating its 
majority, the union would insist on 
a closed shop. 

2—In addition, the union would 
insist on the check-off system. 

Dan E. Kearn, general manager 
of the utility, refused to both stip- 
ulations. “Responsibility for the 
break-off in negotiations lies with 
the company and not with the 
union. We have been ready at all 
times to talk wages and hours and 
is still ready to sit down with the 
company to discuss these matters,” 
the union leaders said. 


FACTORIES CLOSED 


The strike occurred despite Gov- 
ernor Murphy's order against it. 

Saginaw, with 90,000 inhabitants, 
saw its power flicker out shortly 
after 1 P. M. Nearly 20,000 indus- 
trial employes were sent home from 
factories, even draw bridges ceased 
to operate and river traffic came to 
a halt. 

Switches were left open by strik- 
ers to all hospitals, sewage plants 
and important public offices. The 
supply of candles, flashlights and 
batteries became exhausted and po- 
lice and firemen prepared to meet 
the emergency with independently 
owned generators.

The strike in Bay City immedi- 
ately affected only 50 per cent of 
the power users, since there are two 
systems iff use. Those unaffected 
obtained current through the Mu- 
nicipal Transportation Power Com- 
pany, which-retails power from the 
struck utility. 


NO POWER IN OWOSSO 


Midland’s power was _ restored 
through plants in the Western part 
of the state, after going without 
power for more than an hour. The 
Dow Chemital Company planned 
curtailed operations through the 
use of its own power plant. Owosso 

left without power, except for 
* institutions exempted by the 
strikers. 


Shortiy after 1 P.M. the workers 
walked out of the main power plant 
at Milwaukee, after curtailing the 
output of the giant steam turbines 
there. Strikers cut the power off 
gradually to prevent any damage to 
the steam turbine: equipment. 

Murphy's “order” to stop the

Lawrence, State President, Shows Executive Has

CHARLOTTE, N. C., May 19.—The Green clique of 
the American Federation of Labor, in a desperate attempt 
to stop the onward sweep of the textile campaign of the 
C.1.0. in the South, has split the North Carolina Federa- 
tion of Labor. North Carolina is the chief textile state in 


the country. Green's head man in 
the South, George Googe, violating 
the laws of the State Federation 
and the A, F. of L., yesterday au- 
tocratically declared. the officers of 
the State Federation “o and 
illegitimately appointed a f Ex- 
ecutive Board and fake officers. 
The press here heralds this devel- 
opment in screaming headlines, 
Simultaneously, the C. J. O. leaders 
brought to a victorious conclusion 
the first cotton mill strike here, the 
strike of the Marlboro mills at 
Bennettsville and McColl, S. C., 
which began May 6. The contract 
signed by the company with the 
Textile Workers’ Organizing Com- 
mittee of the C. I. O., reduces hours 
to 40 a week with a raise in pay 
running up to 22 per cent, estab- 
lishes a closed shop and check-off 
system, prohibits employment of 
minors under 16, provides machin- 
ery for adjustment of grievances, 
and prohibits strikes. This is the 
first contract in the Carolinas of 
the present textile campaign, and 
will immeasurably push organizing 
forward. It was submitted to the 
Marlboro workers today and unani- 


mously approved. 


GOOGE AT WORK 


Googe came to Charlotte last 
Thursday and issued a statement 
which was featured in the press. He 
repeated the announcement he had 
made several weeks ago before the 
Alabama Federation of Labor—that 
the A. F. of L. is immediately going 
to start its own textile campaign 
in the South, in competition to the 
CJ.

All housing experts agree that two things are basic to 
large-scale improvement in New York City housing con- 
ditions—immediate improvemest of old-law tenements to 


fire and sanitary standards, 


and an extensive, low-rent public housing program. 


Some few steps have been taken 
on the first.

Reviewing the actual New York 
City housing situation briefly, the 
following is the picture: 


000 „ now live in 
areas. Approximately 65,000 old- law 
tenements still . 


have been built only three public 
housing developments, First Houses, 
the Williamsburg and the 

River projects. First Houses, it must 
be noted, was partly a renovation 
job. All these projects, taken to- 
gether, barely house 2,500 families, 
about one-half of one per cent 


of the slum families. 
WAGNER BILL STALLED 
The only place to which slum 


families can look for the funds 
needed for the sums necessary to 
begin large scale building is the 
Federal Government. And there, at 
the present writing, the Wagner- 
Steagall Housing Bill is stalled, ap- 
parently destined to be wrecked in 
the current mad “economy” drive 
of the Tories. 

It is this bill, which, with all the 


defects pointed out by housing au- 


thorities, is still the center of pro- 
gressive support. Briefly explained, 
the measure calls for the estab- 
lishment of a United States Hous- 
ing Authority, a Federal agency to 
carry out a long-range housing 
program. Proceeding from the as- 
sumption that low-rent housing 
must be subsidized, the bill permits 
municipal and State housing author- 
ities to receive loans and grants to 
cover building costs. 


Loans would be extended to local 


authorities to pay for the entire 
cost of the building project at, let 
us say, 3 per cent, to be amortized 
over sixty years. Then the U. 8. 
Housing Authority would grant the 
local authority a sum annually suf- 
ficient to enable it to bring rents 
down to the level at which low- 


in four years—-$200,000,000 the first, 
$250,000,000 the second, $250,000,000 
the third and $300,000,000 the 
fourth. 
New York City would receive of 
this, it is estimated, fifty millions 
the first year, which would permit 
it to begin building about 8,000 
dwelling units (estimating the cost 
as at $6500 an apartment), or 
about one and one-half per cent of 
New York's slum families. 

And this is granting that the 
Wagner-Steagall bill is passed! 

The very meagerness of the pro- 
gram multiplies its difficulties in 
performance. The three projects al- 


ready standing in New York are 


cases in point. In the Harlem Rivy- 
er project, to be opened officially 
next month, there are hundreds 
more applications than there are 
possibly room for. And here, it 
must be noted, the families that

“DEMONSTRATION” PROGRAM 


Since the Wagner Bill as now 
conceived is something in the 


nature of a demonstration pro- 


gram, its sponsors frankly admit

filled with rent-payers who give 
guarantees of actually paying the 
rent. A pamphlet published this 
year by the New York City Housing 
Authority puts this phase of the 
question very frankly: 

“Families whose total income is 
in the vicinity of $500 per annum 
are unfortunately, under present 
circumstances, not satisfactory ten- 
ants for government low-rental 
housing projects. Ultimately some 
solution must be found for their

@ The League of Nations Council will 
meet at Geneva next Tuesday, with the. 
question of Spain bidding fair to loom big 
during the proceedings. Gabriel Peri, for- 
eign commentator of L’Humanite, discusses 
the problems facing it in detail in the issue of May 9. 
He writes: 

“The Chamber of Deputies went into recess yes- 
terday. It will not begin its sessions again before 
May 20. On May 25, the Council of the League of 

Nations will meet at Geneva. 
Before this meeting it seems 
impossible that the govern- 
ment will not feel the need of 
informing Parliament on the 
broad lines of its foreign 
policy. 
_ “In the House of Commons 
deputies are permitted to put 
brief questions to the govern- 
ment on any occasion. Thus 

Baldwin and Eden have often 

had an opportunity to explain 
their position. If I remember correctly, the last de- 
bate on international policy in the French Chamber 
was held at the beginning of January, 1937. Hence 
four months have passed without any expression of 
opinion on the essential problems of peace and war 
by the ‘sovereign parliament’ and the ‘responsible min- 
isters.’ 


* 

“Yet these were not four ‘empty’ months. They 
were more rich in happenings of every kind than any 
previously. The Duce’s appeal to his legionnaires, an 
armed invasion of Spain, Grandi’s declaration at the 
London Committee, the British decision concerning 
Bilbao, the aerial bombardment of Guernica, without 
speaking of the vicissitudes of Balkan and Danubian 
Europe—this all requires ample explanation and justi- 
fies very early debates. 

“Unless we are to be told: ‘You want to know the 
thoughts of the French Prime Minister? Read Mr. 


Baldwin's last speech. 


“But we are convinced that we will not receive 
this answer, and the head of the government will, on 
the contrary, avail himself of the opportunity given 
him by the request. for interpellation of the Commu- 
nists in order to make the declarations awaited by all 
the friends of peace, 


“We will be bold enough to add that in our opinion 
this declaration should be made before the meeting 
of the Geneva Council. The Spanish problem is on 
the order of the day of the Council Session. It has 
been there since last January. Since then, the Span- 
ish* Government has made available the book of facts 
of the Italian-German invasion of Spain. 


“For months now, at the exposuré of each violation 
of the non-intervention agreement, France and Eng- 
land replied they would seek information. On May 20, 
no matter how slow and badly intentioned the Quai 
d'Orsay [French Foreign Office—H: G.] is, the Prime 
Minister will have all the information desired. 

“Let us add that he will be better informed if, as 
it was rumored last night at the Chamber, Leon Blum, 
disgusted at the latest villainy of Herbette [French 
Ambassador to Spain and an open Franco enthusi- 
ast—H. G. J, would name in the very near future a new 
Ambassador from France to Spain. 

“The Spa Spanish Republic proclaims that. it was the 
victim of an aggression, which is foreseen and pun- 
ishable under international law by the Geneva Cov- 
enant. It has given the irrefutable proof of this ag- 
gression, : 


“The problem is to know whether France, whether 
the government which arose out of the People’s Front, 
will willingly turn its glance away from these ir- 
refutable proofs. 

. 


“On the other hand, the interventionists are not 
even taking the bother of hiding ‘their plans, as is 
evident from the comment in London and Paris on 
the Neurath-Ciano conversations. Will France, will 
the French government under Socialist leadership, 
persist in disregarding these avowals, in pretending 
not to hear them? 

“In other words, will France go forward to apply- 
ing international law to the aggressor, or will it re- 
move the rigor of the law for the aggressor? 

“We would like to be clear on this point before 
May 25. 

“And not only we, but, we are convinced, also all 
the peace-loving peoples, all those who have placed 
their confidence in the League of Nations and are 
looking to France, to the French Government.’ 

“Furthermore, the Spanish Government has pro- 
posed an international inquiry to throw light on the 
frightful exploit of Guernica. This proposal must. 
not be crushed under the dead weight of the procedure 
of the London Committee. It has aroused the fury 
of Rome and Berlin. But peace makes it necessary 
that peaceful policy shall not follow in the trail of 
Rome and Berlin's angry tantrums. France must give 
its adhesion to the Spanish proposal and support it 
with its full prestige. 

“Leon Plum said the day before yesterday that 
French democracy would be able to conciliate ‘its at-

> * * — 
People Are the Same Everywhere 

Yes, it’s a great historical error to believe any longer that the 
people of any part of America are very different from the Americanos 
of any other section. A few local manners persist, and the dialects are 
sometimes tinged with a difference, and the geography is much the 
same, But the auto, the radio and the pulp magazines have united 
this nation in a common bond of culture. Phoenix, center of a rich 
metal mining area and many big ranches, is a clean, respectable church 
town, and its upper crust hates labor, Roosevelt and the unemployed, 
and its working population likes Roosevelt and has begun to be touched 
with the same strike impulse as the rest of the nation. 

The Southwest inherited a larid of rare beauty; it is the region 
that seems most American in the eyes of Europeans who visit our 
country, with its great mountains and deserts. 

Coming from Los Angeles, one passes great orchards of orange 
trees, smelling like paradise, and palm trees that loom against 
a tremendous sky. In this area farming has been industrialized 
—the little far mer who came West dreaming of a ten-acre utopia 
for himself, has almost been pushed out of the picture. Cattle 
ranches, alfalfa and vegetable ranches—orange and nut-tree 
groves, these are all vast enterprises, owned and run by absentee 
corporations and dominated by bankers and trusts. 

We passed one of the Guasti vineyards today. It consists of 5,000 
acres. It was noon, under a hot desert sun, and by the dusty roadside 
sat a gang of weary, ragged, silent Mexican laborers, chewing their 
bean sandwiches. These workers in the vineyard owned. nothing, not 
even a roof over their heads: they were families of “fruit tramps, 
wandering from harvest to harvest. 

One sees, all through the great and fruitful desert, other families 
of these indispensable “tramps,” piled into old clattering Fords. Here 
and there, by the roadside, in-between jobs, they pitch their tents 
by an irrigation ditch, and exist on their beans and black coffee.
